proceeds.” I remarked that from what Colt 
said in the morning, | thousht there was some 
misunderstanding between them; he turned 
round and said, * PH go and see.” "That was 
the last time I saw him. He left a little past 
2 o’clock. 

Charles De La Forest called and examined 
by Whiting. The witness stated that he did 
aot feel bound to attend by subpana, but he 
was willing to give any testimony. Am the 
French Consul. Am: acquainted with the in- 
strument known as Colt’s pistol. The Prince 
le Joinville desired me to buy a pistol and 
earbine for him. 

Mr. Selden objected to the « vidence, as not 
being admissible under the present indictment. 
The prisoner was charged with h ving killed 
the deceased hy means of « hatchet, and if 
such knowledge came to the prosecuting offi- 
ver that he came to his death by other means, 
he was bound to have found another indict- | 
ment ; and if it were sugy ! subsequently 
that another instrument had been used, it was 
not sufficient, by merely using the words, “or 
some instrument unknown,” to introduce tes- 
timony to that fact. He was bound to. state, 
on the face of the indictment, what instru- 
ment was used, if the prosecuting officer had 
such knowledge, otherwise the prisoner could 
not know what he was called upon to answer. 

Mr. Whiting admitted, that if he bad known 
that a pistol had been used, or had reason to 
believe so, before the indictment was drawn | 
out, he should have laid it before the Grand | 
Jury ; but although a suspicion of the fact)

But you are aware 
that there is sympathy excited for him, 
and you no doubt feel a hope that he may 
show that he is not guilty of the offence 
with which he is charged. 

But we must not forget, on the other 
hand, the widow of samuel Adams. She 
has been the pride of a fond and doting 





husband. We all appreciate her feel- 
ings. 

But another matter is to be taken into 
consideration. What does the law, what 


does the people expect? They ask that 
justice shall be fully administered; and at 
the same time that we ask this, we arc 
aware that prejudice, without thought or 
judgment, will often convict a prisoner 
unheard entirely, But you, gentlemen, 
must lay aside all of these feelings: you 
must disregard the feelings not only of 
the prisoner, but of Mrs. Adams, and es- 
pecially of the pepvlace.. You must ap- 
proach the consideration of this case 
tempered by the atribute of merey which 
belongs to the law. If you have aroused 
prejudice, you must now eradicate it, and 
enter upon this subject calmly, and with- 
out the slightest bias. 

Now what is murder? According to 
the common law itis defined be the 
voluatary killing of a person, under the 
King’s peace, of malice aforethought 
And upon this, definition, His henor’s de- 
cision was based. Before the Statute 
came in, it was only necessary to prove 
the malice—to prove a previons threat; 
but if a person in a quarrel with another 
should strike that otier with a hatchet, 
it would be said that there was implied 
malice, 

But the Legislature in examining this 
have resolved to say—that, inasmuch as 
there is a great variety of decisions in 
this matter, Muréer shall be what they 
define it to be. 

The ground taken by the prosecution 
is, that the instrument used is sufficient 
to preve m lice alorethought. But the 
statute says that wicn the crime is per- 
petual from a design to cause the death 
of a human being tt shall be tourder. 

An act was also passed to show what 
imphed malice should mean; that the

killing of another without malice afore-| 


thought should be manslaughter. And 
the public Prosecutor is bound to show a 
premeditation to the murder.
